The Sicilian!* 
seemed bt be relieved at having arri veil 
ai the cont lu*iou of a loug controversy. 
H aving embodied in the treaty articles 
all the protocol questions the two com­ 
missions will now enter upon friendly 
negotiation* regarding the m atters sug­ 
gested in the Am erican ultim atum a 
week ago, m atter* nu badian* and inci­ 
dental to the principal provision* w hich 
m ust form flirt off the peace treaty as 
finally signed. 
These include tho reli­ 
gious freedom of the Caroli ne inlands as 
agreed to 12 year* ago, the release of po­ 
litical prisoners now held by Spain in 
connection w ith 
th© insurrection in 
Cuba mid the Philippines, the taking 
over of the island of K usaie or Union* 
in the Caroline* for a telegraphic mid 
naval station, cable station rights at 
other point* in Spain'* jurisdiction and 
the renew al of certain treaties, pre­ 
viously in force between the U nited 
State* and Spain, which may have 
lapsed or been vitiated by war.

on the belief that, instead of undertak­ 
ing to arrange the several m atters yet 
to I** settled in tho treaty of peace, a 
general clause w ill be placed in the 
treaty binding each of the parties to be­ 
gin negotiations in the m a r future upon 
these subjects.

claimed, who were enjoying scandalous 
im m unity. 
(Applause.] 
“ There are othi’r forger* betide Pic- 
quart who ought to be prosecuted,” ex­ 
claim s! the deputy, 
“ These injustice* 
w ill end by exasperating the nation.” 
M. Poincare, who was m inister of 
public instruction in 1893-95, created a 
imsation by adding: 
“ W e were a t­ 
tacked for the Dreyfus prosecution in 
1894, but I learned of the D reyfus affair 
through the new spapers.” 
Tremendous 
applause and uproar followed this aaser 
tion. 
M. Barthou, who w as m inister of pub­ 
lic works iii 1894, here interjected: 
“ I 
am ready to endorse the words of M. 
Poincare, w hich are tru e .” 
This called forth more applause and ‘ 
exclamations of “ It is absurd,” “ It I* in­ 
conceivable.” 
Thereupon M. Poincare 
added; 
“ The only proof of D reyfus’ 
guilt in 1894 consisted of the bord* roan. 
No cabinet m inister, nor even the presi­ 
dent off the council of m inisters, heard 
any m ention of the confession* Dreyfus 
is alleged to have made to Captain Le 
B ruu-R euault.” 
[Applause.]

M. Cavaignac, the form er m inister of 
w ar, said: 
“ G eneral M ercier secured 
those confessions.” 
G eneral M errier 
was m inister of w ar at the tim e of the 
D reyfus trial. 
M. 
Poincare continued: 
“ Captain 
Lebrun-R enault, w hen he w as exam ined 
by the president of the council, did not 
mention the Dreyfus confession. 
This statem ent caused applause to 
break forth from all ports of the house, 
during w hich M. Cavaignac tried to 
speak but w a . howled down, although 
one deputy shouted: 
“ Let us hear the 
hero of (he forgery.” 
M. Poincare concluded 
by saying; 
“Bijouce has weighed upon me, and I 
am now happy to have had the oppor­ 
tu n ity to tell w nat I know of the case.”

The 
Money

Spend Anionnte to 
•700,000,000 rn Year. 
The am ount of money expended by 
tourists in Europe has, if official records 
abroad are to be accepted as authentic, 
Increased enormously of late years 
There has been recently filed w ith the 
Swiss m inister of finance and customs 
a t Bern a detailed statem ent of hotel 
receipts in th a t country, from w hich it 
appears th a t the gross receipts of Swim 
hotels rose from 52,800,000 francs in 
1880 to 114,838,000 in 1894. The entire 
annual expenses of the Swiss republic 
am ount in a year to between 80,000,000 
and 90,000,000 francs (the budget for 
this year is givru at the latter figure), 
aud it w ould seem, therefore, very much 
as if the hotels of Sw itzerland take in 
in a year m ore than the governm ent it­ 
self does. 
The Swiss figures are not the only 
ones furnished in Europe recently on 
this p o in t A French record shows th at 
every year there are 270,000 foreigners 
who pass from a fortnight to a whole 
w inter on the Riviera. Every person is 
supposed to expend on an average 1,000 
francs, or $200, in the country. In oth­ 
er words, the foreign visitors spend in 
the country every w inter the sum of 
$54, OOO, OOO. The English are p at down 
os contributing one-third of this am ount; 
the French them selves contribute anoth­ 
er th ird ; Germans, Belgians, Dutch, 
Russians and Americans contribute the 
remainder. 
From being a pour country 
w hen it w as annexed to France in 1860 
Nice has become one of the richest de­ 
partm ents of the republic. 
Some figures recently compiled of the 
revenues to hotels from tourists in P aris 
show the average num ber of foreign 
visitors to be 60,000.
